ficulty in obtaining signatures, 
President Mrs. Wilson M. Stone 
said. 


One member of the League re- 
turned her completed petition in 
a hours’ time, she said. Among 
those citizens signing the peti- 
tion where people who are re- 
ceiving oki age assistance, but 
citizens who believe Article XXV 
as it stands is unsound and to 
the detriment of the state, she de- 
clared. 

A strong statement opposing 
proposed legislation that tends to 





weaken or restrict the initiative 
process has been sent to Gov- 
ernor Warren and all members of 
the Legislature by the League of 
women voters of California. ‘The 
, League goes on record as oppos- 
ing any legislation which would 
make it more difficult for the elec- 
torate to initiate “esirable legis- 
lative reforms or to secure sub- 
mission to direct vote on legisla- 
tion. 

“The League believes it essen- 
tial to good government to re- 
tain the right of the citizens of 
the state to initiate or reject leg~ 
islation as a check on the power 
of the legislature,” they believe.

Have you ever noticed how 
characters in movies arrange flow- 
ers?

At that point she reaches to the 
bunch of flowers, gives them a 
little shake—and there she has it, 
a perfect flower arrangement. 

I don’t know how 'that is ac- 
complished in movie magic. I 
do know that I’ve tried the tech- 
nique myself, and the results are 
pretty awful.

The jet plane, as powered in 
the form common today for mili- 
tary aircraft and a few experi- 
mental transports, make its first 
flight only ten years ago in Ger- 
many.

_The Germans also led the way 
with rocket-powered planes, mak- 
ing the first such flight 20 years 
ago. They developed rocket power 
further for the deadly V-2 missile. 
In this country it has heen adapted 
to high speed research, particu- 
larly in the super-Sonic or fast- 
er-than-sound range. 

Since German developments 
were not available to us until 
the end of the war in Europe, 
much American jet work is as- 
sociated with that begun in 
England, where the first jet 
plane flew in 1941. The United 
States did not flyea jet plane 
until Oct. 1, 1942. Combining 
engineering skill with expert- 
ness in aerodynamics, this coun- 
try soon took the lead, however. 

In the few intervening years, 
jets have taken over leadership 
in the military field. Their advance 
into commercial aviation it at a 
much slower pace. No jet trans- 
port has been started in this coun- 
try. England and Canada are 
working on them, however. The 
propeller plane already has squeez- 
ed days weeks and months out of 
commercial transportation. Until 
the fruits of current research anc 
development are realized, the cost 
of taking out additional minutes 
and hours with jet craft will be

NEW HAVEN — If a shark 
hankeng for a hunk of your leg, 
throw him an old boot. Or a shirt, 
or tin cans, or whatever comes 
handy. It will satisfy his appetite. 

This helpful hint is contained 
in a new book, ‘Fishes of the 
Western North Atlantic,” publish- 
ed by the Sears Foundation for 
Marine Research at Yale Univer- 
sity’s Bingham Oceanographic 
Laboratory. 

It adds that, contrary to popu- 
lar belief, attempts to drive a 
shark away by blows or by splash- 
ing water “are likely to be fu- 
tile’ if the man in the water is 
bleeding. 

The book, the first of a series, 
de.ls with the most primitive 


lancelets, lampreys, and hagfish- 
es. The series is designed to bring 
together all the results of scien- 
tific study of the last 50 years of 
various fishes. 

There are 225 to 250 known 
species of sharks, it goes oh. But 
most are either too small, too lazy, 
to weakly armed or live too deep 
to bother man.
